The  following  is  a  report  of  activities  carried  on 
in  the  town  of  Holderness  by  the  N.  H.  Department  of 
Health,  Bureau  Public  Health  Nursing,  for  the  year 
1956. 

The  major  part  of  the  program  has  been  the  Salk 
Vaccine  Clinics  for  the  protection  against  poliomyelitis 
for  the  children  ages  6  months  to  20  years.  Clinics  have 
been  held  as  follows :

Total  attendance  at  clinics  630 

Holderness  had  the  clinics  early  in  the  year  so  the 
third  shots  or  boosters  were  given  at  the  November 
clinic.  A  total  of  about  180  children  have  completed 
three  shot's  at  the  clinics,  making  about  75%  of  the 
eligible  children  in  the  community  now  protected 
against  poliomyelitis.

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  Dec.  31,  1956,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  'the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1956,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 


The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement 
of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent 
taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955, 
require  that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings 
and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  ANNUAL 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  10,  1956 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  School  District  of  Hold- 
erness  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Archi- 
bald Stark,  at  4:30  p.  m.  The  Warrant  was  read. 

Upon  Nellie  Galley's  motion,  which  was  seconded, 
it  was  voted  that  Articles  1,  2,  3,  4  be  acted  upon  as 
soon  as  the  polls  were  open,  and  that  the  other  articles 
be  acted  upon  at  8  p.  m. 

Articles  1,  2,  3,  4— The  Moderator  declared  the 
polls  open  and  voters  of  the  District  proceeded  to  cast 
their  ballots  for  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Mem- 
ber of  the  School  Board  for  3  years  and  Member  of 
the  School  Board  for  1  year. 

At  8  p.  m.  the  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to 
order  for  discussion  of  and  action  upon  the  remaining 
articles. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Principal  Robert  McGlone 
of  the  Holderness  Central  School. 

The  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator,  a  second 
time. 

Article  5 — Voted  to  accept  Article  5  and  have  sal- 
aries fixed  as  printed  in  the  Budget. 

Article  6 — Voted  to  accept  Municipal  Budget  Act 
and  have  state  audit  continued. 

Article  7 — Upon  Paul  Whitman's  motion,  which 
was  supported,  it  was  voted  that  the  Committee, 
chosen  to  report  on  addition  to  the  school  building  and 
such  other  matters  as  the  committee  may  think  ad- 
visable, be  commended  for  work  done  and  that  this 
committee  be  continued  for  another  year. 


Article  8 — Upon  Mrs.  Galley's  motion,  which  was 
supported,  it  was  voted  to  lay  Article  8  upon  the  table 
until  Article  9  has  been  acted  upon. 

Article  9 — By  unanimous  vote,  permission  was 
given  to  Principal  Robert  McGlone  and  Supt.  Martin 
Heffernan  to  speak  at  any  time  during  the  meeting. 
Supt.  Heffernan  spoke  of  Handwriting  done  in  other 
schools.  Samples  of  handwriting  from  Ashland  school 
were  shown  to  the  voters  by  Principal  McGlone.  The 
Article  was  discussed  by  Pierce  Beij,  Mrs.  Wolf,  Mr. 
Wolf,  Principal  McGlone,  Paul  Whitman,  Harry 
Heath  and  Donald  Hagerman.  Voted  not  to  dismiss  Ar- 
ticle 9.  The  vote  was  questioned  and  a  show  of  hands 
requested.  Voted  to  have  show  of  hands,  the  result 
being  12  votes  to  dismiss  article  and  23  opposed  to 
dismissing  ft.  More  discussion  by  Donald  Hagerman 
and  Hollis  Willoughby.  Voted  to  accept  Article  9. 

Article  8.  Upon  Mrs.  Calley's  motion,  which  was 
supported,  it  was  voted  to  take  Article  8  from  the 
table. 

An  amendment  by  Paul  Whitman  that  the  Budget 
be  taken  up,  item  by  item,  received  an  affirmative 
vote.  Proceeded  to  take  up  the  items  in  the  Budget 
separately.  These  items  were  discussed  by  Supt.  Hef- 
fernan, Principal  McGlone,  Nellie  Calley,  and  Hollis 
Willoughby.  Hollis  Willoughby  made  a  motion  —  "I 
move  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $67,890.19  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  sal- 
aries of  School  District  Officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  equalization  fund  together  with  said  income ;  the 
School  Board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  of  the  town." 
This  motion  was  supported  and  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 


Article  10 — Hollis  Willoughby  made  a  motion — 
"I  move  that  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name 
of  the  district,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other 
funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  here- 
after be  forthcoming  from  the  U.  S.  Government  and/ 
or  State  Agencies.  This  motion  was  seconded  and  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  11 — Upon  a  motion  by  Rosalia  Clark, 
which  was  seconded,  it  was  voted  that  an  amount  of 
money  sufficient  to  build  two  additional  classrooms  to 
the  present  school  building  be  included  in  next  year's 
school  budget,  and  that  an  article  be  put  in  next  year's 
school  warrant  which  will  be  to  see  if  the  District 
will  vote  to  make  an  addition  of  two  class  rooms  to 
the  present  school  building,  and  that  a  sum  (to  be 
specified)  sufficient  for  this  addition  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  this  purpose.  An  announcement  by 
Mrs.  Wolf  of  the  second  Salk  Polio  inoculation  to  be 
given  Wednesday,  March  14,  in  the  morning. 

Article  12 — Voted  to  dismiss  the  article.  Upon 
Mrs.  Calley's  motion,  which  was  seconded,  it  was 
voted  to  close  the  polls  and  suspend  action  on  Articles 
1,  2,  3,  4. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  Polls  closed  and  the 
clerks  proceeded  to  count  the  ballots.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and 
Citizens  of  Holderness: 

I  herein  present  my  second  annual  report  as  su- 
perintendent of  supervisory  union  No.  2  which  includes 
the  Holderness  Elementary  School. 

In  thinking  over  what  our  schools  should  accom- 
plish, I  hope  we  can  keep  in  mind  that  today  the  whole 
child  goes  to  school  and  that  the  teacher  is  not  con- 
cerned with  the  mind  of  the  child  alone.  Children  do 
better  school  work  when  they  are  happy  in  their  home 
life,  are  in  good  health,  know  how  to  get  along  with 
others  and  have  a  confident  outlook  on  this  world.  It 
has  been  agreed  generally  that  the  aims  of  the  schools 
cannot  be  separated  from  the  aims  of  society,  any 
more  than  the  concept  of  a  good  education  can  be  dif- 
ferentiated from  the  concept  of  a  good  life,  and,  in 
our  planning,  we  should  strive  to  achieve  the  goals 
that  have  been  listed  in  the  report  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Conference  on  Education,  "What  the  Schools 
Should  Accomplish."  The  schools  should  produce  men 
and  women  who : 

1.  have  mastered  the  basic  skills  and  tools  of 
knowledge  without  which  additional  learning  is  im- 
possible the  three  R's. 

2.  know  the  history  and  geography  of  their  coun- 
try, understand  the  structure  and  philosophy  of  its 
government,  have  a  feeling  for  its  tradition  of  toler- 
ance and  fair  play,  i.  e.,  good  citizenship. 

3.  enjoy  physical  and  mental  health  and  under- 
stand the  laws  of  hygiene; 

4.  have  an  appreciation  of  their  own  art  and  lit- 
erature and  that  of  other  countries  as  well ; 
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5.  are  able  to  provide  for  their  needs  by  employ- 
ment in  the  professions,  industry,  the  arts  and  the  sci- 
ences ; 

6.  can  fruitfully  use,  and  not  merely  dissipate,  the 
leisure  time  made  available  to  them  by  the  high 
standard  of  living  in  America ; 

7.  have  a  true  perception  of  right  and  wrong,  and 
understand  that  no  gain  is  worth  the  loss  of  a  man's 
soul. 

It  was  apparent  at  the  preliminary  conference,  in 
preparation  for  the  White  House  Conference  on  Edu- 
cation, that  the  representatives  of  the  New  Hampshire 
schools  felt  that  the  schools  should  provide  the  best 
education  possible  for  each  child,  whatever  his  ability. 
This  means  that  the  schools  should  have  facilities  to 
handle  the  bright  and  the  dull,  the  lazy  and  the  indus- 
trious, the  shy  and  the  bold,  the  artistic  and  the  prac- 
tical. 

PARENT  TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

The  P.  T.  A.  is  to  he  complimented  for  the  fine 
educational  programs  that  have  been  directed  toward 
the  individual  child. 

WORK  SHOP 

The  work  shop  this  year  —  AUDIO  VISUAL  MA- 
TERIALS —  was  held  at  Ashland  High  School  the 
latter  part  of  September.  The  teachers  were  instructed 
about  various  ways  of  enriching  their  programs 
through  the  use  of  Visual  Aids.  Each  one  of  the 
districts  has  included  an  item  in  the  budget's  appro- 
priation to  enlarge  this  part  of  the  curriculum. 

MUSIC 

Mr.  Arthur  Welwood,  Jr.,  a  graduate  of  Boston 
University  with  a  major  in  music  education,  is  super- 
visor of  the  music  in  the  towns  of  Ashland,  Holderness 
and  Sandwich.  Mr.  Welwood  has  set  up  a  well-rounded 
program  of  music  education  and  is  in  the  process  of 
developing  an  instrumental  program  for  boys  and  girls 
interested  in  band  instruments. 
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TEACH BUS 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  replacing  the  members 
of  the  staff  that  left  in  June  with  two  well  qualified 
teachers.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Salmon,  a  graduate  of  Oneonta 
State  Teachers  College  and  with  a  major  in  primary 
education,  is  teaching  grade  I. 

Mr.  Kelvin  Dalton,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teach- 
ers College,  is  teaching  the  mathematics  and  science 
classes  in  grades  5  through  8.  Mr.  Dalton  has  spent 
a  great  deal  of  time  with  the  boys  in  teaching  them 
the  fundamentals  of  football  and  ice  hockey. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  School  Board  and  Building  Committee  have 
given  a  great  deal  of  thought  to  the  proposed,  expan- 
sion program  of  the  Holderness  Central  School  and 
plans  are  under  way  to  present  a  proposal  that  will 
meet  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  children  in 
Holderness. 

CONCLUSION 

The  members  of  the  teaching  staff  and  school  per- 
sonnel have  been  very  cooperative,  and  where  coopera- 
tion exists,  counseling  and  discussion  can  be  carried 
on  to  advantage. 

To  you,  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  I  am 
very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  given  me  in  carry- 
ing out  the  supervisory  duties  entrusted  in  me  by  you 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

You,  as  Board  members,  deserve  a  great  deal  of 
thanks  and  praise  for  the  many  hours  spent  in  carry- 
ing out  the  duties  of  a  school  board  member  and  for 
serving  your  community  in  this  very  important  posi- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


Again  during  this  current  school  year  our  condi- 
tions in  the  school  are  somewhat  crowded.  The  Audi- 
torium is  being  used  as  a  classroom  for  the  7th  and 
8th  grades,  with  the  stage  serving  as  a  remedial  read- 
ing room.  A  bulletin  board  has  been  added  to  the  wall 
of  the  Auditorium  for  use  by  Grade  7  and  8.  We  have 
not  experienced  a  maximum  result  from  the  Audio- 
visual program  as  the  space  to  show  the  films  properly 
has  not  been  available.  The  hall  of  the  school  was  used 
and  whenever  possible  the  classes  changed  rooms  so 
that  the  auditorium  could  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

Mrs.  Salmon  has  been  teaching  the  first  grade  and 
Mr.  Dalton  has  been  the  7th  and  8th  grade  home  room 
teacher  while  teaching  Math  and  Science. 

The  music  program  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  our  music  instructor,  Mr.  Arthur  Welwood.  He 
spends  one  day  a  week  at  the  school,  giving  music  in- 
struction to  individual  classes  and  also  private  lessons 
to  students  requesting  them.  Last  spring  an  operetta 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Uhlman,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Corbett  and  Mrs.  Garland  was  presented  for  the  par- 
ents. It  is  hoped  that  another  operetta  can  be  present- 
ed this  year. 

The  remedial  reading  program,  with  Mrs.  Corbett 
in  charge,  has  again  raised  the  reading  level  of  many 
of  the  students.  The  Principal  is  thankful  to  Mrs.  Cor- 
bett for  the  help  and  time  she  has  given  assisting  with 
the  administrative  work  that  is  a  very  necessary  part 
of  operating  a  school. 

School  projects  have  been  in  operation  to  raise 
money  for  the  school  activities  program.  Mrs.  Garland 
is  the  treasurer  of  this  program  and  under  her  guid- 
ance, money  has  been  made  available  for  necessary 
items  for  school  activities.

In  the  Athletic  Department  a  girls  softball  team 
and  a  boys  baseball  team  were  organized  and  both 
teams  played  several  games  with  neighboring  towns. 
During  the  Fall  a  Touch  Football  team,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  Dalton,  was  added  to  the  Physical  Edu- 
cation Program.  This  proved  very  successful  and  was 
heartily  accepted  by  the  boys.  In  the  winter  months  a 
skating  rink  was  built  and  with  the  help  of  some  of  the 
faculty  from  Holderness  Boys  School,  Hockey  was  in- 
troduced to  the  boys.  It  is  hoped  that  in  another  year 
some  of  the  other  schools  will  be  able  to  organize  teams 
and  a  small  league  will  be  the  result. 

The  P.  T.  A.  has  been  very  helpful  in  the  outdoor 
program  of  the  school.  Seesaws  and  an  outdoor  basket- 
ball court  have  been  added  to  the  playground.  The 
wooded  area  at  the  far  side  of  the  playground  has 
been  cleared  and  a  picnic  area  has  been  developed. 
The  town  grader  was  also  brought  into  use  to  level 
some  of  the  playground  proper. 

The  school  lunch  program  under  Mrs.  Holland's 
supervision  has  had  another  very  favorable  year.  A 
dishwasher  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  in  the 
kitchen.  Mrs.  Joseph  Hayes  has  been  assisting  Mrs. 
Holland  in  the  operation  of  the  kitchen. 

The  Rhinehart  Handwriting  System  was  adopted 
this  year  and  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Ma- 
tava  much  progress  has  been  noted  from  this  endeavor. 

With  the  enrollment  at  its  present  high  figure  and 
the  school  as  crowded  as  it  is,  we  feel  that  the  year 
just  past  has  been  a  successful  one.  The  possibility 
of  the  expansion  of  the  present  school  plant  and  the 
fine  cooperation  of  the  community  with  the  school 
makes  us  feel  that  the  future  of  our  school  program 
looks  very  promising.

HOLDERNESS 

Vitamin  A  and  D  pills  were  made  possible  for  the 
first  four  grades  again  in  1956  by  the  P.  T.  A.  The 
Dental  Clinic  is  also  sponsored  by  this  organization. 
73  children  were  examined  and  58  received  treatment 
by  Dr.  Crowell  at  the  Clinics  in  February,  March, 
April  and  May.  I  wish  to  thank  the  P.  T.  A.  for  their 
help  in  improving  the  health  of  the  Holderness  chil- 
dren. 

Vision  tests,  hearing  tests,  head  inspections,  first 
aid,  heights  and  weights  were  recorded  as  usual. 

Every  child  has  been  offered  several  opportuni- 
ties to  have  the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine.  As  of  December 
31,  1956  my  records  show: 

16  school  children  have  completed  2  shots. 

120  school  children  have  completed  3  shots. 

Eleven  children  were  present  for  visiting  day,  May 
16,  in  preparation  for  'their  entrance  to  the  first  grade 
in  September.  Histories  of  each  child,  vision  tests  and 
heights  and  weights  were  recorded. 

83  children  had  physical  examinations  by  Dr.  Con- 
rad, the  school  physician.  Fifty  home  visits  were  made.
